high license and local option features, 
providing for an anual license of $500, 
and for elections in townships and coun- 
ties to decide whether or not liquor 
should be sold. 
The bill was made the 
special order of businesB for yesterday 
morning. 
There was a caucus of the re- 
publicans on the bill, and it was agreed 
to make certain amendments, 
which 
were oflfered by Mr. Buckles yesterday, 
and then the whole matter was recom- 
mitted to the committee, with instruc- 
tions to report this morning, when it was 
again to be a special order. 
The pro- 
posed amendments do not affect the li- 
cense features of the bill, but provides 
that no election on the question of sell- 
ing liquor shall be held, unless upon the 
petition of one-tenth of the voters of the 
township or county who voted at the 
last general election, presented to the 
county commissioners; that such elec- 
tion shall not be held within two months 
of a general election, and that when 
there shall have been a decision by such 
an election as to the selling or non-sale 
of liquor, there shall be no other elec- 
tion on that subject for atlawt two yoars. 


It also provide« that the applicant for 
such a license after the voters have de- 
cided that licenses shall be issued, can 
renew it at the end of a year, upon the 
same conditions as when it was original- 
ly issued.

^ TTRANT'S FEAR. 


Those who oppress others are almost 
always the subjects of cowardly fear 
least the jnst reward of their own 
imes should overtake them. The 
following account of the daily life of 
Dr. Francia, for many years Dictator of 
Paraguay, is from Kenger and Long- 
champ's book: 


"He was taken in custody by his own 
fears, und tortured incessantly by the 
dread of assassination. 
The dictator 
occupied the palace of the ancient 
governor of Paraguay, but for safety 
he insulated it bv demolishing the 
neighboring houses and iaterposing 
wide streets. 
There he li\^d with four 
servants only—one negro and three 
mulattos--instead of a large and obse- 
quious retinue. 
As soon as he rose in 
the morning the negi o brought him a 
chafing dish and kettle, with a pitcher 
of water, which be required to be heat- 
ed in his own presence. 
He then pre- 
pared his favorite mate, or native tea, 
with his own hands. 
Afterward he 
smoked a cigar, but first unrolled it to 
see that it contained nothing danger- 
ous, although his own sifter had manu- 
factured it foi- him. At (5 o'clock the 
barber arrived—a 
filthy, ill-clothed, 
drunken mulatto, but tlie only member 
the of faculty in whom the doctor could 
confide. 
Till dinner he transacted 
business, either iu his own cabinet, or 
with his secrtitary or other ofScers. 
The materials for that meal were not 
only ordered but selected by himself. 
After his siesta he drank more mate 
and SDioked another cigar, but tho pre- 
cautions of the morning were carefully 
repeated. In the afternoon and even- 
ing he took 
ride, but always accom- 
panied by ait armed escort, and pro- 
vided with a saber and a pair of double- 
barrelled pistols. 
On retiring for the 
night he made sure that the house was 
duly closed by fastening all the doors 
himself. In the apartments he occu- 
pied weapons were always within his 
reach. 
Pistols hung from the walls or 
were placed upon the table near him, 
and swords, the greater number un- 
sheathed, were to be found in every 
corner. 
The fear of assassination was 
also shown in the etiquette preserved at 
his audience. 
The person 
admitted 
must not approach nearer than six 
paces until the director gave him a 
signal to advance, and even then ho 
mu.st always stop at the distance of 
three paces. 
His arms must be held 
close to his body and his hands kept 
open, so that it might be evident that 
he had no concealed weapons. 
Even 
Francia's own oiiicers were not 
mitted to enter his 
swords by their sides, 
who came near him was regarded as a 
pos.Hible murderer. 
Thus fettered and 
pinioned by himself the tyrant liyed 
and died."'
